As  the  new  General  Manager  of  KPFK,  I 
am  excited  to  be  a  part  of  my  new 
family  of  friends  and  co-workers.  This  posi- 
tion represents  the  culmination  of  years  of 
personal  growth  but  most  importantly  his- 
torical growth.  Having  been  associated  with 
the  Pacifica  Foundation  for  the  past  13 
years,  I  have  participated  in  many  of  the 
changes  and  struggles  which  have  character- 
ized this  organization.  It  is  clear  that  institu- 
tions and  individuals  alike  must  continue  to 
grow  and  change.  Sometimes  we  accept  that 
change  willingly  and  sometimes  we  get  kicked 
and  jostled  along  the  path  against  our  will. 
But  change  we  must.  I  have  come  to  appre- 
ciate and  sometimes  painfully  so,  the  slow, 
but  nonetheless,  continual  progress  the 
Pacifica  Foundation  has  made  over  the  years 
but  always  recognizing  its  vital  role  in  serv- 
ing as  a  voice  for  the  underserved,  for  the 
call  of  peace  and  for  the  promotion  of 
understanding  among  all  races. 
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There  is  however,  still  much  work  to  be 
done  towards  adequately  addressing  the 
needs  of  the  diverse  multi -ethnic  communi 
ties  and  specifically  dealing  with  such  ques 
tions  as  racism  and  sexism  and  its  subse- 
quent reflection  in  programming  on  the  air 
or  the  lack  thereof.  TTiere  are  questions  of 
modernization  and  our  need  to  continually 
upgrade  our  environment  technically  as  well 
as  systematic  plans  for  skills  enhancement 
And  there  is  the  constant  need  to  place 
K  PFK  on  a  sound  financial  footing  to  enable 
us  to  secure  the  resources  both  human  and 
material  to  engineer  us  into  our  rightful 
place  of  leadership  in  free  speech  radio.  I 
believe  that  the  current  staff  has  a  genuine 
desire  to  meet  these  needs  and  to  protect  this 
vitally  important  resource  we  have  in  KPFK 
To  that  end  it  wil  provide  a  tremendous 
amount  ot  support  in  my  new  role  as  Gen- 
eral Manager  and  make  my  tenure  here  at  the 
station  a  positive  and  productive  one,  how- 
ever long  or  short. 

1987  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  and 
hopefully  successful  year  for  KPFK  and 
from  January  4th  to  January  17th  we  will 
conduct  the  first  of  three  fundraising  drives 
of  the  year.
